LIGHTSHIP SINKS; 
CREW IS RESCUED.

W BEDFORD, Mass., Dec. .12.-—- 
All of the crew of the Nantucket 
lightship were saved. They have been 
land@qd here. All their effects were 
lost. 

The lightship sprang a leak at 4 
o'clock Sunday morning while on her 
station, 42 miles southeast of Nan- 
tucké@t. She sank about 4 o’clock 
Monday morning, 18 miles west of her 
station, while being towed to this port 
by thie lighthouse tender Azeala. 

The Azgeala left here at 7:30 Sunday 
night after she received the wireless 
appeal for. help. She made good 
progress and reached the station short- 
ly after midnight Monday morning. 
The lightship was immedfately taken 
in tow-and started for this port. 

After covering 18 miles of the jour- 
tey the lightship suddenly. plunged 
downward and did not conre up.

One day at Saratoga he lost about 
$100,000. He did not have the money with 
him, but said he would settle the next 
day. Sure enough, he appeared on time 
ai the track the next afternoon. He 
was carrying a bushel basket filled 
with bills. 

Down the line he went, settling his 
indebtedness. 

‘How much do I owe you?” he would 
inquire, and when he got the answer 
he took the money from the basket and 
tossed it over without questioning the 
s atement. 

He bought a string vf race horses and 
followed the Eastern circuit. He als» 
bought a track at Newport, Ky., and 
conducted it for some time. He spent 
his money liberally, and had many 
friends. 

Personally he was aways ready for a 
fight and during his career as a Fourth 
Ward leader he had numerous persona! 
encounters, in one of which he sh_t and 
killed ‘“‘Red’’ Houlihan. Soon after he 
was shot by one of Houlihan's friends, 
ot 0 refused to name the man who shot 
him.

REFORMERS ARE ROUTED 





Rush of Policy Holders to Law- 
son Feared by Mutual 
Trustees.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.~The Mutual 
Life. Insurance Co. has passed into the 
control of the Standard Oil. By an 
agreement Charles A. Peabody will be 
elected president of the company at to- 
morrow’'s meeting of the Board of Trus- 
tees, This makes the second of the 
Big Three that has passed into the 
hands of the Rockefeller-Morgan-Ryan 
combination since the upheaval in the 
life insurance business. 

When the time“is ripe for sweeping 
out the McCall crowd in the New York 
Life, it is expected that the same com- 
bination, through George W. Perkins, 
head of the Morgan forces in the board, 
and James Stillman, head of the Rocke- 
felier forces among the trustees, will 
also swing that company into the hands 
of the great trimvirate. 

Aroused to fever pitch by the fear of 
Charles E. Hughes becoming presidcnt 
of the Mutual Life, H. H. Rogers, 
head of the Standard Oil forees in the 
fight, turned loose his war dogs on the 
trustees of the company yesterday and 
hefore the business day was ended he 
had a big majority of them pledged to 
vote’ for Mr.-Peabody at tomorrow's 
meeting. He also won over a majority 
of the nominating committee appointed 
last Wednesday for the _ specific pur- 
pose of selecting a candidate to take 
the place of Frederick Cromwell, the 
temporary president. This committee is 
composed of Elbridge T. Gerry, James 
N. Jarvie, Dumont Clarke, Stuyvesant 
Fish and William H. Truesdale, and it 
will recommend the election of Mr. Pea- 
body. 

Fear of Standard Oil vengeance drove 
to cover practically all of the reform 
element that has been trying to keep 
the presidency open until the Truesdale 
housecleaning committee had time to 
make a thorough investigation of the in- 
ternal affairs of the company and until 
Charles FE. Hughes shoud end his offi- 
cial connection with the Armstrong com- 
mittee and be in a position to consider 
an offer of the presidency of the com- 
pany. 

Peabody Bitter Pill. 

The acceptance of Charles A. Pea- 
body was a bitter pill for many of the 
trustees to swallow. Though they 
agreed to vote for him when the hard- 
est kind of pressure was put upon 
them. they fear his election as prest- 
dent will prove an unwise move and 
detrimental to the interests of the Mu- 
tnal Life, because of the Standard Oil 
connection and the fact that he ts the 
personal -counsel of George °F. Baker. 
who’ has been Mr. Rogers’ vight-hand 
man in the struggle to get control of 
the company for the Rockefeller-Mor- 
gan-Ryan combination. 

It is the purpose of the combination, 


dent, to make a dummy investigation 
of the company and in the hope of ap- 
peasing the public demand for reform, 
to retire officers who are closely identi- 
fied with the McCurdy administration. 

One of the trustees of the Mutual, 
who all along through ‘the internal 
fight has been prominently identified 
with the reform element, and who ad- 
mitted that circumstances -which he 
could not *explain in detail compelled 
' him to vote for Mr. Peabody, said that 
the great menace in the situation would 
be tne rush of Mutual Life policy hold- 
ers with their proxies to Thomas W. 
Lawson of Boston. 

The election of a man connected with 
the Standard Oil to the vresidency of 
the company, he added, was certain to 
arouse hostile feeling among the poli- 
cy holders and give great impetus to 
the Lawson campaign for proxies. 

While Lawson has been making great 
headway in the West and the South 
in his hunt for proxies the great cen- 
ters of population in New England and 
the Middle States have so far not re- 
sponded in any material degree to his 
call. But with a Standard Oil man at 
the head of the Mutual. it is feared 
Lawson will make headway in those 
sections which have heretofore regard- 
ed him with suspicion. 

There was some talk yesterday of 
Leslie M. Shaw, Secretary of the 
Treasury, being placed at the head of 
the Mutual, but, unless all the plains 
made yesterday are unexpectedly 
changed, Mr. Feabody will be the man.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 12.—¥i Hung, 
the Emperor of Korea, is a prisoner of 
the Japanese Government and his palace 
is guarded by the military forces of 
Japan. 

An appeal has been made to President 
Roosevelt to use his good offices in be- 
half of the Emperor and his people. This 
appeal was brought to Washington by 
a secret and special méssenger and was 
presented to Secretary Root, who de- 
livered it to Mr. Roosevelt two wecks 
ago. It was brought by Homer B. Hul- 
bert, editor of the Korean Review, a 
weli-xnown writer and authority on 
Korean affairs, who has been a personal 
friend of the Emperor for many years. 
He has been an advisor of the Emperor 
in educational matters. 

Since the arrival of Prince Min in 
Washington Mr. Hulbert has been in 
conference with him. He recelved a4 
long cablegram from the Emperor on 
Monday and it will be presented to the 
President today. 

Under the provisions of the treaty be- 
tween the United States and Korea, ne- 
gotiated in 1852, it was agreed that the 
United States would use its good of- 
fices In behalf of Korea if that country 
is ever unjustly treated by another 
power, provided Korea notifies ‘the 
American Government of such injustice. 
This notice has been given, but the 
President has not yet decided what, if 
any, sSleps will be taken. 


Min and Root Confer. 


Prince Min, the Korean Minister to 
France, has had a long interview with 
Secretary Rout, during which he wn- 
bosomed himself rather freely. He told 
of the troubles of his country and of 
his personal grief over the turn events 
had taken. 

Prince Min’s visit was for the pur- 
pose of making an appeal to this Gov- 
ernment on behalf of his Emperor, to 
continue diplomatic relations with his 
country. He told the Secretary that 
Korea had been treated badly by. Ja- 
pain's officlals, who have assumed the 
direction of its affairs as the result of 
the treaty of peuce between Russia and 
Japan. He stated that the indepen- 
dence of his country had been practi- 
caliy wiped out, and he made a strong 
and touching appeal for the recogni- 
tion of Korean entity by this Govern- 
ment by continuing diplomatic relations 
with it. He was assured that this Gov- 
ernment did recognize the national 
character of Korea and that the United 
States had not terminated its diplo- 
matic relations with Korea, although It 
is true that in the future they would 
be conducted through Japan. 

In discussing the situation, Mr. Hul- 
bert saia: 

“Korea has faithfully observed her 
treaty with America. The American 
Govern:inent has deemed it just to sum- 
marily sever diplomatic relations with 
Korea. We know of no provocation or 
offense we have given the American 
Government to justify such an unfortu- 
nate action, fur the so-called treaty of 
Nov. 17 was obtained by violence and 
was not a voluntary act of the Korean 
Government. 

“We recognize fully Japan's pre- 


dominating intivence in Korea. It 1s 
quite naturel. We expec‘e’ it. We 
expected assistance in reforming laws 
anc methods of atministration; we 
did did not ask to be crushed and sep- 
wrated from our friends. We have 
maintained our Government for manv 
centuries. The present dynasty has 
ruled for 613 years. We believe in 
peace, and are not prepared for war. 
This is the doctr'ne taumht by the re- 
lizion of the missionaries. 

“In a treatv of alliance signed bv 
Japan and Korea in February, 1904. 
Japan guaranteed the indenendence of 
Korea and the peace and safety of 
the Im erial house? We have not 
violated that treaty. We have made 
no war against Japan. There has 
been no rebellion against the es‘tab- 
lished authority in Korea, no foreitgn- 
er has suffered attack of person or 
roperty. and vet Japan has  sur- 
ounded our officials with so'’diers 
and forcibly placed her officials in 
control. 

“Before that time our peonle had 
been treated with extreme injustice 
by Japanese officials and tmmigran‘s.

‘The specialty of the City Hall in general and of 
the City Council in particular is solicitude. 

This solicitude is for the welfare of the people of 
St. Louis. Of course, it is always on exh:bition. but 
at present the exhibition is almost, if not quice 
unparalleled, beth in quality and quantity. 

When the people of the city decide they must 
have a free bridge, the Council grows solicitous at 
once. When they de‘ermine that it shall be a free 
railroad and wagon bridge, the Council’s solicitude 
grows extreme, and finally spectacular. 

To the great mind of Mr. Hitchcock and to the 
other great minds of the Council, it becomes self- 
evident at once that the city is about to allow itsel 
to be imposed upon.

FIREMAN BURIED

Nine Burned, One Fatally, in 
Unique Boiler Explo- 
sion.

NEW York, Dec. 12.—A remarkable 
accident early this morning at the great 
Edgewater plant of the Edison Electric 
Light Co., First ayenue and  Thirty- 
eighth street, will cause the death of 
one man, severely burned two others 
and scalded six more.

Tucker is in pitiful plight. 
not walk a step withvut crutches, 
only across the room with them. 

His feet are swollen to the size of 
a football. His hands are swollen ab- 
normally large. His wrists are the size 
of a man’s ankle and every joint in his 
body shows the ravages of the d's- 
ease. He is growing worse. Rheumat- 
i: pangs rack him night and day. Near- 
ly half the pittance his wife earns 
must be spent for coal to keep him 
warm. She and her children sleep in a 
fireless room, for their quarters are 
so small that there ts not room around 
the fire for the family. 

Only the children talk of Christmas. 
They cannot forget the glad Christmas 
they had before the father fell ill, and 
despite théir suffering think that Santa 
Claus will still come to their poor 
home. 

Mrs. Tucker knows better. She 
knows that Santa cumes only to the 
call of the clink of gold, or, better still, 
is sent In sweet charity. 

‘Unless the children can see Santa 
Claus at the Post-Dispatch Christmas 
Festival they wil] have no Christmas,” 
she said Monday. 

“Tt have told them that we are too 
poor for Santa Claus, but they will not 
believe me. Santa always comes, Bur- 
nie says, and somehow the poor little 
chap believes that he’s coming this 
time.”’ 

Burnie looked at his mother and she 
wiped her eye with her apron’s hem. 
She had no hope for a happy Christ- 
mas, but Burnie had. 

It lies with the Post-Dispatch read- 
ers to justify his faith. Throuch thelr 
co-operation Burnie may be able to see 
the real Santa Claus whom he thinks 
of night and day.
